The 1959 farm income figure 
would have been even smaller, 
the announcement said, ‘except 
that the farm population declined 
an estimated 2 per cent.” 


Farm operators, of course, ex- 
perienced a like decline. The av- 
erage net income for this clas- 
sification was $2,547 for 1959 as 
compared with $2,990 in 
(This income is the average left 
after paying production costs. ) 

Income of the farm population, 
operators, their families: hired 
workers and their families, ag- 
gregated $13,619,000,000 in 1959 as 
against $16,006,000,000 in 1958. 


Dynamite 


This is political dynamite. If 
the Democrats can detonate it 
they can win the 1960 presiden- 
tial election. To do this they must 
find an articulate candidate, and 
one who can spell out in simple 
language what he and his party 
can do about it.

The news seemed to irri- 
tate Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son who said, with a tartness tn- 
usual for him, that Mr. Nixon 
supports the present program. 
And, of course, he does. As a 
member of the team he cannot 
do otherwise. This illustrates one 
of the major reasons why of all 
the vice presidents only one, Mar- 
tin Van Buren, has been able to 
move directly to the White 
House. Vice presidents carry the 
barnacles of the administration 
in which they have been second 
man. 


Farm Plan 


Mr. Nixon cannot do otherwise 
than proclaim a farm plan of his 
own, or affirm the old one. To do 
the latter would be to take on a 
heavy burden revealed by the new 
department statistics of low in- 
come for farmers. We know that 
he will not do this. It is not good 
politics. So, there will be a Nixon 
farm program. In other adminis- 
tration matters Mr. Nixon. can, 
and will, project present policy 
into his own campaign. It is not 
possible to do this with agri- 
culture. There must be a clean 
break—a new approach. The tim- 
ing will be up to him. 


Mr. Nixon knows it was the 
farm vote which elected Mr. 
Truman in 1948 when all the polls 
and experts -gave victory to Gov. 
Dewey. An examination of that 
election reveals. the Democrats 
lost votes in the urban areas. It 
was the gain in farm states 
which sunk Dewey. Again, in 
1954 and 1956 it was discontent 
in the agricultural areas which 
returned the Democrats to con- 
gressional power. In the 1956 
election Adlai Stevenson showed 
considerable gains in most of the 
farm states, but lost in the cities. 


The opportunity is again pres- 
ent in 1960.

Some 60 witnesses supported 
pupil placement with local option, 
as opposed to 20 for segregation 
at all costs. 


Of the 11 counties represented 
in the jam-packed Bartow Coun- 
ty courthouse, 10 gave a major- 
ity view for local option. 


It was the strongest open-school 
sentiment the Sibley committee 
has encountered thus far. 


Coupled with testimony from 
earlier sessions in Americus and 
Washington, Ga., the sentiment 
Thursday indicated that intensity 
of feeling on the subject varies 
with density of Negro population. 


At Americus, in south Georgia, 
virtually all speakers demanded 
segregation, even at the cost of 
closing down the state’s public 
schools. 


In Washington, opinion was 
more evenly divided. Large dele- 
gations from Athens and Augusta 
gave the open-school advocates a 
slight edge. 


In the Seventh District, Negro 
population ranges from less than 
2 per cent in the mountains to a 
maximum of 16 per cent at south- 
end Douglas County. 


Nine of the 14 counties rejected 
the private school amendment in 
1954. 


Thursday's hearing proved to be 
the most boisterous thus far. 


Chairman John Sibley repeated- 
ly had to gavel down applause 
from two rival Cobb County fac- 
tions, each with more than a score 
of supporters in the audience. 


The hearing turned up the first 
Chamber of Commerce support 


for local option, from the boards 
of directors of the Rome, Cobb 
County and Cartersville cham- 
bers. 


It also pitted business ‘Rome 
Chamber) on the side of open 
schools and labor (Rome Central 
Labor Union) calling for segrega- 
tion at all costs.

Five Negro men and one Negro woman attended a matinee per- 
formance of ‘““My Fair Lady” at Municipal Auditorium Thursday 
afternoon and sat in reserved seats in the orchestra section, 


Four of the Negroes identified 
themselves as part of the cast of 
“Finian’s Rainbow,”’ a musical 
comedy now in rehearsal by stu- 
dents at Atlanta: University. 
Another was identified as faculty 
adviser and director of the play. 
The other would not identify him- 
seli. 


The Negroes ordered their 
tickets to the road show of the 
Broadway musical by mail. When 
they presertted themselves at the 
door of the auditorium, they were 
told where the segregated section 
for Negroes was located. 


One of the Negroes replied, 
‘Yes, we know where it is,” at- 
tendants said. They then walked 
down to the section where their 
reserved seats were located and 
sat down. 


The eincident was reported ‘to 
Harry N. Nebreuegge, manager of 
the auditorium. He immediately 
declared that block of six seats 
where the Negroes were sitting 
a Negro section—an action he 
can take according to Section 
56.15 of city ordinances.

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Johnson Rules Again: 


House Joins Battle

WASHINGTON — Northern advocates of broad 
civil rights legislation were slapped down twice in the 
Senate Thursday on key roll call votes. 


With Majority Leader Johnson 
of Texas and moderates of both 
parties in control, the Senate first 
defeated, 53 to 42, an attempt by 
the Northern senators to invoke 
cloture and gag the Southern fili- 
buster 


A few hours later, the Senate 
voted, 55 to 38, to kill a “part 
three’” amendment that would 
have empowered, the attorney 
general to bring injunction suits 
to force racial integration on the 
South. 


This proposal was dear to the 
hearts of a Northern bloc headed 
by Sens. Douglas (D-Ill) and Ja- 
vits (R-NY). It was rejected by 
the Senate in 1957 and put for- 
ward again this year as an 
amendment to the Dirksen civil 
rights bill. 


In still another victory for the 
moderates and the Southerners, 
the Senate voted, 89 to 0, to adopt 
an amendment by Sen. Ervin 
(D-NC) to reduce criminal penal- 
ties in the civil rights bill. 


Seeing they were hadly licked 
on this one, the Douglas-Javits 
forces switched over and voted 
with the benate leadership and 
the Southerners. 


Ervin’s amendment reduced the 
Dirksen bill’s proposed fine from 
$10,000 to $1,000 and the prison 
sentence from two years to one 
year for obstructing court desegre- 
gation orders. 


These victories showed that Sen. 
Johnson was clearly back in the 
saddie again and back in the good 
graces of the Southerners as he 
manevered the day’s voting and 
cast his own votes with the Dixie 
contingent. 


It was a good day for the South- 
ern forces, headed by Sen. Rus-

It is almost certain to influ- 
ence voting in the House of Rep- 
resentatives which voted, 312 to 
93, Thursday to take up its own 
civil rights bill.

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Study Commission 
Does Yeoman’s Job 


The State School Study Commission’s 
meeting in Cartersville yesterday pointed 
up once again the wide differences of 
opinion about what should be done to meet 
the state’s impending school integration 
crisis. 

Also demonstrated in the three hear- 
ings held to date is a fact which many 
already understand—the problem varies 
with localities, making it difficult to come 
up with one solution for the entire state. 

Those who maintain that the only 
answer is to abandon public education 
everywhere do not take into account that 
some counties would be willing to make 
every attempt to work out the situation 
through pupil placement and local con- 
trol. Some final answer along this line 
is the one hope of saving the schools 
in this conflict between state laws and 
federal authority. 

In that connection, Commission Chair- 
man John A. Sibley indicated yesterday 
a keen awareness of one highly impor- 
tant function of the commission itself. 
Discussing Judge Hooper’s decision to 
delay ordering Atlanta’s pupil placement 
plan into effect until after the commis- 
sion completes its work on May 1, Mr. 
Sibley mentioned the yeoman’s job the 
group is doing. 

It is the first time the people 
have had an opportunity to face the re- 
alities.” This educational value of the 
commission is unquestionably important. 
Because of the ravings of extremists it has 
been almost impossible to get through to 
the people the seriousness of the decision 
which is upon them. 

Mr. Sibley and. the commission thus 
are to be commended for their efforts to 
lay the facts on the line and for keeping 
the hearings from being monopolized by 
the loud mouths who would prevent all 
other voices from being heard. 

Judge Hooper acted with realism @nd 
fairness in granting more time. Those 
who would force the issue immediately 
would do themselves and the state a dis- 
service. 

The issue involves not one but many 
problems. The solution ultimately lies 
with the people themselves in the light 
of their own local conditions and capa- 
bilities. :

Changing Traffic Trend 
Hinges on Public Opinion 


The United States lost 53,000 killed 
in World War II. This nation suffered 
almost as many deaths in the Korean 
conflict. 

But the death count on the highways 
averages 100 a day or 36,500 annually. 

Now the toll threatens to double by 
1975. 

That is the opinién of J. W. Bethea, 
director of the President’s Committee on 
Traffic Safety, here, recently for a traffic 
seminar at Emory University. 

He predicts 65,000 deaths and 5,000,- 
000 injuries a year 15 years from now. 

More than a prediction, it is a pro- 
jection of the present rate. 

The one way to change the trend is 
positive action. 

Mr. Bethea says it this way: “State 
legislatures need to exercise more states- 
manship.” 

What he means is legislatures must 
rise above the politics and self-interest 
that water down strict laws on speed, on 
license issuance and license revocation. 

He: means legislators must be willing 
to spend to save lives as they are so will- 
ing to spend to win votes. 

The legislatures will do that when the 
public tells them to. 

To keep from doubling the traffic toll 
by 1975, we must get tough with our- 
selves.

U.N. Agencies Provide 
Help in Many Fields 


Americans rarely think of the United 

Nations in any terms save those ‘of not 
yet having brought about world peece 
and prosperity. 
‘ Yet no story in our time is more of a 
success account than that of the United 
Nation’s special agencies. We are re- 
minded of this by a request to the United 
Nations Children’s Fund that it allot 
$517,000 this year for health services to 
mothers in five British-administered 
African territories: $196,000 for Uganda, 
$175,000 for Kenya, $90,000 for Tang- 
anyika, $17,000 each for Nigeria and 
Basutoland. ; 

In the field of health, agricultural 
and technical aid, education and child 
care the U.N. agencies have done mag- 
 nificent work. It is significant that the 
new nations coming into being in Africa 
want aid but wish to have it through the 
United Nations, not from Russia or the 
United States. As members of the organ- 
ization they feel they are partners. 

More and more foreign aid will be 


given through the United Nations in the 
years ahead. This country’s able United 
Nations’ ambassador, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
has so recommended. The Congress would 
do well to orient its new aid program in 
that direction.

Ruling on Registration 


Will Disfranchise Many 


The ruling by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
that voter registration books will be 
closed this Saturday for those who want 
to vote in the Sept. 14 state primary 
caught most people by surprise. Local 
registrars and others over the state had 
thought the cut-off date would be May 8, 
the same as that for the general election 
in November. 


This means that many voters who had 
planned to register for the primary will 
be denied the privilege. With only to- 
day and tomorrow left, they will be un- 
able to meet the deadline. However, as 
Many as can are urged to do so. 

Once again we are reminded that 
Georgia makes it as difficult as possi- 
ble for people to register and vote. This 
is but another example of it. Voter reg- 
istration procedures have become so 
complicated that many thousands who 
are qualified are unwilling to go to all 
the trouble. The process is self-defeat- 
ing in that those with special axes to 
grind do take the trouble. Politicians 
should wake up to this simple fact. 

Distrust of voters is not a trait be- 
coming to politicians. Upholding the 
need for qualifications is one thing but 
when deliberate efforts are made to re- 
strict the franchise to as few as pos- 
sible no one can defend it ‘successfully. 

But since so many will be denied the 
privilege of voting in the primary, they 
should make every effort to become 
qualified to vote in the general elec- 
tion. The latter is becoming more and 
more important and all who can should 
register and vote.

50 long as criticism of adminis- 
tration defense policy and its ef- 
fect on American international in- 
fluence was mainly confined to 
Democratic Party leaders, Eisen- 
hower could expect that most 
Americans would discount it in 
the context of a presidential elec- 


tion year. So long as it came 
most notably from ‘“‘the spend- 
ers,’’ it. tended to answer itself. 


And even the most sincere testi- 
mony of military leaders—which 
in any case reflected wide dif- 
ferences of opinion among them— 
has a certain ex parte ring for 
the civilian population. 

But as voices such as those of 
Robert A. Lovett and Robert C. 
Sprague, beth Republicans, both 
bankers, and both with intimate 
knowledge of the national effort 
to build security, express differ- 
ences with the President in this 
vital field, the White House is 
under new compulsion to state 
its own case more effectively. 
These men have now testified be- 
fore a congressional committee 
studying policy-making. 

Another impressive witness 
questioning administration policy 
is Dr. James P. Baxter, president 
of Williams College. 

Asked by a committee mem- 
ber what should be done to 
alert the country to the security 


problem, Sprague said: “I think 
there is one man in the United 
States who can do this effectively 
and that is the President. 

I believe .. . the danger is more 
serious than the President has 
expressed.”’ 

Lovett had already testified 
that he felt the United States is 
‘doing less than its best’ and 
that budgetary considerations are 
playing an increasing part in de- 
cisions. 

But all this testimony, olin. 
ing that of Mr. Baxter, was deal- 
ing with a much broader field 
than that of an alleged ‘‘missile 
gap’’ or even military defense as 
a whole. Baxter, for example, 
said: ‘‘Nobody hates _ inflation 
more than college presidents. . . . 
But there are things that the 
American people spend a lot of 
money on that they could well’ do 
without, or with less of, in ex- 
change for security.’’ 

One of the major questions 
about presidential leadership to 
which the White House should di- 
rect more attention thus emerges. 
It is the question: whether the 
government is doing all it should 
to make the American people as 
aware of the challenges facing 
them as they are, say, of the 
availability of swimming pools 
and motorboats.

Unrest Still Rules 
Land of Israelis 


ASHKELAON, Israe 


“Tell it not in Gath, 
publish it not in the streets of Ashkelon; lest the 
daughters of the Philistines rejoice.’"’ Thus David 


cried out when Saul the first king of Israel committed suicide over 
his military rout by the Philistine invaders. The same words now 
gleam out in the springtime from a bronze tablet here in ruined old 
Ashkelon, the burial place of a long series of vanished civilizations. 


Here in Ashkelon Samson first 
met Delilah. Here came Alexan- 
der the Great. This was an an- 
cient place when the crusaders 
first stormed its now-crumbled 
walls in 1270. 

David's eulogy to Saul, as the 
Israelis observe today, was not 
an admission of ultimate defeat 
of Israel. It was the beginning of 
new resistance under David him- 
self as the new king. The Israelis 
were to overcome the Philistines 
at last. 

David, in the modern saying, 
was only refusing to give the 
slightest comfort to the enemy. 
Beside broken Ashkelon, which 
lies deathly still and quiet now 
under the dust of the unnumbered 
centuries, stands a new and 
blazingly modern Ashkelon. So, 
too, is a new and angular Gath 
next door to old Gath. 


Not many miles from here old 
Ashkelon is relevant now only as 
it symbolizes the ageless contin- 
uity of religion and culture which 
is part of what the Jews are 
now struggling to preserve against 
the menace of Nasser’s United 
Arab Republic (Egypt and Syria).

God intends good for every one 
of His children.

PARIS—April, T. S. Eliot advises us, is the 
cruelest month but for Khrushchey it is likely 
to be March. The Soviet boss is coming to Paris

These leave De 
Gaulle unmoved. 

Nor does De Gaulle cherish il- 
lusions that the summit can pro- 
duce significant results. The best 
that could be hoped for there. he

We in the West have sometimes 
grumbled that De Gaulle is an 
awkward and even embarrassing 
partner. But Khrushchev will find 
that he is indeed our partner— 
and, as a diplomat, perhaps the 
toughest and most resolute of 
them all.

Good Health 


Soles Have 
Warts Due 
To Virus 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Is there 
such a thing as corns on the 
sole of the foot? My 13-year- 
old son has seven on-one foot, 
and one on the big toe of the 
other.—Mrs. C. L. 


This sounds like plantar warts 
-— warts which form on the 
plantar part of the foot, meaning 
the sole. These appear to be 
caused by a virus, but the exact 
type is not known. 


The warts are a nuisance and 
sometimes painful. Let your doc- 
tor treat them. Sometimes par- 
ing them and taking pains to pre- 
vent reinfection is best. Some- 
times other methods have to be 
tried. In any event, have your 
boy wear clogs or sandals or 
somehting rather than going 
barefoot to the bathroom, etc. 
Don't let him scatter the virus 
around if he has plantar warts. 


What are dermoid cysts? 
How dangerous? If a cyst is 
removed, along with an ovary, 
what are the chances of recur- 
rence? If part of the ovary is 
removed can the woman be- 
come pregnant?—To Be Mar- 
ried Soon. 


A dermoid cyst is a curious 
one which includes, instead of 
the fluid usually found in cysts, 
a disorganized mass of hair, 
bone, teeth, skin, etc.—an acci- 
dent of nature. We don’t know 
how they start, nor how to pre- 
vent them. They are not very 
common. 


The principal dangers lie in 
(a) pressure from the cyst and 
(b) secondarily the possibility of 
malignancy resulting. There is no 
fear of recurrence once the cyst 
has been removed. Since the 
other ovary is still operating, 
pregnancy remains possible. In 
any event, even if only one ovary 
had to be removed in part, preg- 
nancy could still occur if some 
active ovarian tissue remained.

But the excessive bending, 
along with weight-bearing, gives 
you twinges on the stairs. It’s 
nothing to worry about; but it’s 
also the reason why so many peo- 
ple prefer houses with no stairs 
when these changes affect the 
joints.

Twelve Republicans and 30 
Northern Democrats cast the 42 
votes to stop the Southerners from 
talking. This was far short of 
the required two-thirds majority, 
and, in fact was not even a sim- 
ple majority. 


The liberals needed 64 votes, 
since there were a total of 95 
senators present, and they were 
22 votes shy. 


Twenty Republicans and = 33 
Democrats voted against the clo 
ture move. 


Johnson was the only one of the 
Senate's four Democratic presi- 
dential hopefuls to vote with the 
South for a continuation of debate. 
Sens. Kennedy (D-Mass), Syming- 
ton (D-Mo), and Humphrey (D- 
Minn) voted to silence the South- 
erners. 


The Texan, who earlier had 
characterized the cloture move as 
premature, told the Senate he was 
convinced it would ‘‘serve no use- 
ful purpose.” It would not expe- 
dite the business of the Senate, 
and would actually prolong the 
fight, he added. 


In a dramatic speech before a 
packed gallery, Johnson said the 
Senate cannot afford to be gov- 
erned by impatience on an issue 
that has troubled the nation for 
decades. 


Although the progress may not 
be fast enough to suit some sen- 
ators, he said, the Senate will 
proceed to vote ‘‘meaningful leg- 
islation’’ in the civil rights field, 
and the final product will repre- 
sent the will of the nation. 


The majority, Johnson said, is 
not with the liberals who want all 
civil rights proposals adopted, 
nor with the Southerners who 
want no legislation at all, but 
somewhere in between. 


The bill which eventually will 
be passed, the tall Texan said, 
will neither be a ‘‘beefed up’’ or 
a ‘‘watered down” version, but 
one on which the majority can 
agree. 


‘The heart of the tssue is voting 
rights,’’ Johnson declared, ‘‘para- 
mount over all other considera- 
tions in this field. A man without 
a vote is a man without protec- 
tion. There must be voter quali- 
ifications laws established by the 
States, but the issue is that they 
be equally enforced. It would be 
tragic for the Senate not to act. 


“Nothing justified an abridge- 
ment of the right to vote, and the 
Senate will meet this challenge 
and meet it wisely and well. But 
cloture now would seal the lips 
of two senators from each state.’’ 


Humphrey, calling for cloture, 
declared, ‘‘The filibuster is the 
skeleton in the closet of democ- 
racy,’ as he charged that rules 
governing unlimited debate have 
become “the sacred cows’’ of 


the Senate, which is ‘‘becoming

the committee heard testimony 
from an official NAACP repre- 
sentative, Jesse W. Cook, trea- 
surer of the Marietta branch. 


Cook said Sibley engaged in a 
minor verbal skirmish when the 
committee chairman tried to pin 
down the Negro about whether 
he thought his race would be bet- 
ter off under segregation. 


Cook finally declared that 
“there must not be any inequality 
on any level.”” He said he be- 
lieved Negroes have the same 
“capacity and inate ability’ as 
whites. 


Sibley departed from his usual 
opening remarks to answer criti- 
cism that he had not been asking 
Negroes the same questions as 
whites. 

The questions are different, he 
said, because the races’ positions 
are different. Negro groups are 
in the position of opposing the 
status quo and whites of resisting 
change, he stated, and it would 
be “perfectly foolish to put the 
questions the same way.” 


But he said he would and had 
asked Negro witnesses to choose 
between local option and private 
schools if they so desired.

Shoes have come a long way 
since primitive times. In fact, 
they have come a long way 
even since 1900, when shoemak- 

ing as we know it began. 


Now as many as 291 different 
items or pieces of material go 
into the making of a single pair 
of shoes and there are 515 dis- 
tinct steps in the manufacture 
and sale of one pair of shoes. 
Since 1845 when the first ma- 
chine replaced the lapstone and 
hammer used in pounding or 
toughening leather, the process 
of shoemaking moved forward 
with leaps and bounds. And 
with the sewing machine inven- 
tion of 1848, one machine after 
another came to make improve- 
ment in style and comfort the 
natural follower. 


But the sleek, stylish, com- 
fortable shoes we're wearing to- 
day do bear some resemblance 
to the crude footwear that prim- 
itive man invented long ago. 
THE FIRST SHOE 

The first shoe was probably a 
simple form of the sandal—a 
rough sole of hide, wood, or 
plaited grass held to the foot 
by thongs—according to archae-

Mesopotamia and Egypt came 
the three standard types of foot- 
wear as they are thought of to- 
day: shoes, boots and sandals. 


ologists who drew their conclu- 
sions from the tools that have 
been found. Bone needles and 
awis of the Neolithic period 
were probably used for sewing 
skins. So the origin of leather 
footwear is assumed to lie in one 


of the later intervals of the Ice 
Age. 


The moccasin worn by the 
North American Indian is one 
of the very earliest types of 
foot covering. Designs, similar 
to the moccasion, were worn in 
northern Europe in the Bronze 
Age about 1900 to 650 B.C. 
Where primitive people were en- 
gaged in agriculture, shoes were 
made of fiber, wood, and other 
plant products.

to eras that will be recalled as 
the best by some. 


And from it you can ascer- 
tain the heritage of some of 
today’s shoe designs. From 
1875 is the girl’s slipper that 
today would be called a bal- 
lerina. The difference is in the 
more rounded toe in the 1875 
model. 


From 1900 is the black featur- 
ing a side button and high vamp 
cut that definitely shows a kin- 
ship to the single buttoned 
strap treatment today. Two- 
tone brown and beige was the 
rage with the grand dames in 
1905 to 1910 just as much as 
bone and brown will be this 
spring. Only the high buttons 
are missing today. 


CHARLESTONIAN ERA 


There are also examples of 
the high buttons of the 20s and 
the Charlestonian era in the 
groupings. 


Pointed toes and Queen Anne 
heels are with us now just as 
they were in 1910-1915 as ex- 
emplified in the gray lame eve- 
ning slipper from the collection. 


Some of the fanciest shoes in 
the showing are styles for men 
from 1800 to 1910. Today’s chug- 
ger boot probably owes its in- 
spiration to the high tops of 
earlier days. But men were 
lovers of fancy detailing way 
back as far as 1900 and many 
of the styles are more elabo- 
rately decorated than the wom- 
en’s. 


Children’s shoes, too, are 
brought down through the years 
in this historical collection and 
the most amazing thing appar- 
ent seems to be that even a 
child’s foot could ever be as 
small as the examples. 


Another fascinating note of 
the development of shoes as 
we weak them is that it wasn’t 
until 1818 that pairs came with 
lefts and rights. This might be 
our great disadvantage though 
because up until that time a 
person could slip off the shoes 
during a lengthy church meet- 
ing and never create a disturb- 
ance trying to get them back 
on the proper foot. 


Shoes worn today in the 
United States are farther ahead 
in style and fit than those worn 
in any other country. It is per- 
haps the forerunner, that can 
be seen at a local shoe store, 
that should be given some cred- 
it for this.

Nothing finer 
can be said of anyone who has 
chosen for her profession a work 
that leads youth into construc- 
tive channels of learning and 
living.” 

Always concerned with the 
welfare of children in her own 
school, Mrs. Mitchell has en- 
couraged her students to the ex- 
tent that they help regularly to 
provide clothing and other ne- 
cessities for two less-fortunate 
neighboring schools. This year 
as a welfare project, almost a 
“car-load” of shoes were pre- 
sented to the school superin- 
tendent for needy children. 


A parent of one of Mrs. 
Mitchell’s pupils recalled an in- 
cident of several years ago as 
an illustration of the teacher’s 
ability for organizing learning 
processes to fit the environ- 
ment: The music classes were 
unable to meet the needs of 
some students who could not 
sing, so Mrs. Mitchell gathered 
them together for a first-aid 
course, having first taken her 
own Red Cross training in order 
to qualify as an instructor. 


Later, one of her pupils re- 
ceived a national award for sav- 
ing the life of her brother. He 
credited his action to the first- 
aid class Mrs. Mitchell had 
taught him. 


Mrs. Mitchell has pioneered 
in the field of remedial reading 
and Cascade, through the re- 
sourcefulness and inspiration of 
its principal, was one of the first 
schools to have an intercom 
system. 


During the early days of Cas- 
cade School, there were no 
churches in Cascade Heights. 
Three denominations began their 
organization at different times, 
in the school auditorium where 
services were held until a 
church was built. They include 
Beecher Hills Baptist, Audubon 
Forest Methodist and Cascade 
Road Presbyterian. Each 
church has been used since for 
overflow classes of Cascade 


School while awaiting the con- 
| struction of more classrooms. 


INFLUENCE FELT 


One of the church leaders ob- 
served that “the influence of 
Mrs. Mitchell as principal is 


} felt in each denomination of the 


community and the relationship 
of homes, schools, churches and 
community has been strength- 
ened by that influence.”’ 


Her selection as district TOTY 
is not the community's first 
tribute to the educator: The 
Cascade Merchants Assn. elect- 
ed her as the first honorary 
mayor of Cascade Heights in 
1958. The American Veterans of 
World War II National Auxiliary 
presented its first distinguished 
service award ever given to an 
educator to Mrs. Mitchell. One 
of the teacher’s prized posses- 
sions is a Red Cross citation 
signed by former president, 
Harry S. Truman.

Successful 
Dieter 
Tells Story

It is very appealing to over- 
weight young mothers to he 
able to reduce during their 
period of pregnancy. By re- 
stricting their weight gains to 
an absolute minimum, over- 
weight women are able to fin- 
ish their pregnancy 20 to 25 
pounds less than when they 
began. 


“T must tell my «story be- 
cause I’m proud of myself, 
and my experience may be a 
morale booster to dieters who 
are pregnant,’”’ writes a happy 
young mother. 


“When I was pregnant with 
my first baby, I gained 45 
pounds. It was a difficult birth 
due to tremendous gain. Except 
for the 20-pound loss when the 
baby was born, I kept the ex- 
tra weight. At the time of con- 
ception for my second preg- 
nancy, I weighed 160 pounds. 


“The doctor explained that 
the needs of the baby are met 
first and that the mother must 
replenish her nurtition needs. 
Therefore I made up my mind 
to restrict my diet to my es- 
sential needs. 


‘‘My diet was as followers: I 
ate my usual breakfast: citrus 
fruit juice, an egg, a slice of 
toast and coffee. My dinners 
consisted of lean meat, green 
or yellow vegetable, a_ salad, 
one starch only, and a glass 
of skim milk. No dessert. It 
was my lunch which I changed 
completely. Every day for 9 
months I had % pound of cot- 
tage cheese topped with fruit, 
either a fresh sliced pear or 
peach, or fruit canned without 
sugar. Later in the afternoon 
I had a glass of skim milk. 
This diet was supplemented by 
a multiple vitamin capsule and 
calcium table. recommended by 
my doctor. 


“Everything went along per- 
fectly and I held my weight 
gains to zero for the first 7 
months. However, still eating 
the same, I gained 7 pounds 
during the last two months. 
When I went to the hospital I 
weizhed in at 167 pounds. 


The baby was a healthy 9- 
pound, 7-0z. boy. Two weeks 
after the baby’s birth I weighed 
140 pounds. Besides having the 


easiest birth anyone could have, . 


and a fine healthy baby, I 
dropped from size 18 to a per- 
fect size 14. Who could ask for 
anything more?”’ 


Note to expectant mothers: 
This young woman was appar- 
ently in an excellent state of 
nutrition at the time of con- 
ception, which increased her 
chances of having a healthy 
baby.

She called on the telephone to ask me if I'd 
bring a “card of thanks” in for publication in the 
paper.

He was 77 years old when 
he died, his wife told me, but I had never 
suspected that his broad, slow-moving frame Car- 
ried so many years. 


He was more of a neighbor than most of the 
white people whose back yards back up to our 
alley because he was always out there, running 
his little hand plow to turn the furrows of red- 
brown earth, spraying his beans, staking his 
tomatoes. For as long as we've lived in our 
house George and I had a back fence friendship. 
I would go out early on the spring and summer 
mornings to drink my second cup of coffee and 
watch day come. George would always be there— 
bobbing his head in its old earth-stained cap in a 
cheerful good morning, but like so many people 
who love and work the earth, basically a quiet 
man. He talked only if I climbed up on the stone 
wall and spoke to him. If I asked about the 
strange maladies that beset my two tomato

plants or my pitiful patch of herbs, 


he would 
courteously put down his hoe or his rake, slowly 
climb the wall and examine the ailing garden, 
giving me his best diagnosis. 


Our conversation always ran to gardening and 
the weather. I don’t recall that we ever spoke 
of anything else. And yet it was friendly and 
satisfying and I can’t imagine spring coming to 
the earth and George not being over there across 
the alley to see it. I can’t imagine summer with- 
out his roses and dahlias and fall without the 
pungent fragrance of his small rubbish fire burn- 
ing the leaves and the bean poles he decided 
not to save. 


George's contribution to the world he lived in 
was greater than many people of mightier in- 
fluence and opportunity. He made a weary old 
city lot in a zoned-for-business neighborhood to 
bloom and produce. When the owner of the land 
he tilled decided to fill in fhe back yard and 
make a parking lot I fumed futilely. George, so 
far as I know, never uttered a word of protest. 
He simply took the small scrap of yard that was 
left—a bit of land no bigger than a city kitchen- 
étte—and concentrated on it. 


Slowly. carefully he terraced it and trans- 
planted his thrift and his bulbs. He trained roses 
and morning glories along the garage wall and 
frugally hoarded the sunny area of his tomatoes 
and dahlias. 
have despaired of making anything out of that 
scroungy little scrap of city lot. 


But George Smith, a slow-moving old Negro, 
who had little health and strength and perhaps 
less education, was a philosopher and a poet. He 
used what he had. He had courage and the vision 
and the will to create beauty in the very jaws 
of a concrete block and cindered, parking-area 
world. 


I shall miss him.

A Partial Fan 


Happy Chandler, two-time Kentucky governor and 
U. S. Senator and one-time baseball commissionér, 
strolled off the icy sidewalk into the Peachtree on 
Peachtree coffee shop Wednesday afternoon and 
warmed up for some baseball talk. 


Chandler soon was sipping a bitter cup of tea, which was no 
fault of the house. All beverages have that flavor when the man 
discusses some of the current major league owners. During most 

| sacle of the day he had been discussing in- 
surance at a board meeting of Coastal 
States. 


Next July 15th will mark the ninth 
anniversary of Chandler’s retirement 
from baseball. The stunning news that 
he had been defeated at the major 
league polls was first received in St. 
Petersburg on Dec. 11, 1950. 


Before the moguls huddled in St. 
Pete, Chandler had been assured his 
seven-year contract would be renewed. 
But Fred Saigh, then the St. Louis 
owner, Dan Topping and Del Webb of 
the New York Yankees and Lou Perini’ 
of Boston: successfully quarterbacked 
a drive to oust Chandler. 


Chandler never trailed at the polls 
in St. Pete. The first ballot was- 9-7 
in favor of Chandler, the second was 
8-8 and the third 9-7. When Chandler, 
who had two years remaining on his contract, refused to resign 
the owners again voted 9-7 to retain him in a meeting at Miami 
Beach. However, a two-third majority was required, so Chandler 
eventually stepped out July 15, 1951. 


—He’s Happy To Be Unassociated With Del 


A recent story in Sports lustrated, glorifying the achievements 
of Del Webb, pinpointed the fact that the Yankees weren’t in the 
Chandler dugout at St. Pete. 


Webb was quoted as saying that, if he never did anything else 
for baseball, he got rid of Chandler. 


Had Chandler, by chance, read the story? 


“No, I didn’t read it,”’ Chandler replied. “But if Webb is 
taking credit for getting me out of baseball, he did me a great 
favor. I no longer have to associate with people like Del Webb. 
He is a rude, crude man.” 


Webb was also quoted as saying that Chandler discussed the 
Leo Durocher case with him before banishing the former Brooklyn 
manager for one year in 1947. 


“I never talked anything over with Webb,” Chandler replied. 
“‘Certainly I never mentioned Durocher to him.”’ 


Chandler, of course, has voiced in loud and clear tones his 
opinion of Commissioner Ford Frick, Minor League Chief George 
Trautman and several owners. 


“Frick is just the man they want,” Chandler reiterated. 
“They can tell him exactly what to do. They couldn't tell me. 
Frick and Trautman are more interested in their jobs than base- 
ball,” 


For a fact, the large segment of the press which helped jeer 
Chandler from the baseball scene has no grounds to cheer Frick. 
By comparison, Chandler was an outstanding commissioner. 


In fact, there is no comparison on the minor league level. Chand- 
ler correctly assumed that he was commissioner of all baseball. 
Frick has resided in his ivory tower and watched the minors col- 
lapse. 


—The Minors Were a Member of the Family 


“The minors are the grass roots of. baseball,’’ Chandler said 
on a visit to Georgia in 1948. ‘‘We have to keep the game healthy 
on the lower level to thrive.at the top. I am as interested in the 
minors as the majors.” 


Chandler proved that he wasn’t merely ‘speaking for publica- 
tion. He made a week’s tour of the Class D Leagues in Georgia. I 
haven't checked Mr. Frick’s travelogue, but Chandler may have 
visited more minor league parks during that lone week that the 
current commissioner has in nine years. 


For sure, Frick hasn't been in a Class D park in Georgia, and 
it’s too late now. The Georgia-Florida, Georgia State and Georgia- 
Alabama circuits, thriving at the time of Chandler’s visit, are now 
tombstones denoting a passing pastime in the minors, 


What about the Continental League? 


“I’m all for it,’’ Chandler replied. ‘‘I proposed in 1948 that 
the majors expand with a third league as the ultimate goal. If 
Branch Rickey were 20 years younger, I’m positive that the 
Continental League would succeed. Now, I don’t know, but I 
wish them luck. 


“You know they aren't going to get cooperation from the other 
two leagues,’’ he continued. “Oh, they'll make a lot of promises, 
and they'll say the right thing at the right time. 


“They know that sooner or later Congress is going to declare 
baseball a monopoly. And under the present operation, baseball is a 
monopoly.”’ + 


Chandler believes that the majors, continuously biting the minor 
league hand which fed them talent, are in for tough sledding in the 
future. 


There is a recurring rumor that Frick may retire within the 
next year or so. But A. B. Chandler, who won 14 of 15 elections 
in Kentucky and lost once in baseball, definitely isn’t a candidate 
for the job.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — With 
pills, ultraviolet rays and dyes, 
John Howard Griffin turned him- 
self from a white man into a 
black one. 


For six weeks he roamed the 
South, working as a_ shoeshine 
‘boy and menial laborer, earning 
an average of $1.50 a.day, learn- 
ing ‘‘what it means to be a Ne- 


gro.”’ 


Columnist Paul Coates told the 
story in the Mirror News Thurs- 
day. 

Griffin, 40, born in Dallas, is a 
college graduate who talks with 
a slight Southern drawl. 


LEFT HOME 


“Then, last fall, he changed one 
| of his vital statistics. He became 
a Negro,’’ Coates wrote. “... . 
‘leaving his -.wife and three chil- 
dren at home in Mansfield, Tex., 
he walked into the streets of New 
Orleans to begin a bizarre new 
life. 


“As a Southerner, an author 
with a probing mind, and an in- 
dividual of keen sensibilities, he 
wanted to sort the fact from the 
fiction about the Southern Negro 
and his plight. 


‘‘He wanted answers—both eco- 
nomical and psychological — that 
no white man ever found, because 
no white man can really know 
what it means to be a Negro. 


“Griffin prepared for his mas- 
querade with the help of a New 
Orleans dermatologist. In an ac- 
celerated treatment program of 
seven days, he was given pills 
which darken the skin pigmenta- 
tion and ultraviolet ray baths. His 
head was shaved to a burr be- 
forehand, and final touches were 
made with a vegetable dye.’’ 


FIERCE STRANGER 


Coates quoted -. Griffin, 
skin is now again white:

‘The transformation was horri- 
fying. I was inside the flesh of a 
stranger—and not a very pretty 
one at that. A fierce - looking, 
bald-headed Negro.”

Looking back over the past 20 
years, L. O. Hooper of W. E. Hut- 
ton & Co. pointed out there have 
been only four periods of consecu- 
tive decline longer than seven 
days. 


“These figures are 
only as suggesting the odds on a 
rally,” he remarkd. 


Hooper said he considered the 
rally ‘‘probably was a_ contra- 
trend movement rather than a re- 
versal of major importance. Even 
if the recent lows of around 595- 
600 in the Dow Jones industrial 
average hold, there is an excellent 
chance that they will be tested 
more than once.” 


Called Technical 


Bache & Co. considered the re- 
bound strictly technical, consider- 
ing that the industrial average 
had lost about 33 points during 
the seven days of decline. 


“We certainly do not feel that 
the upswing will develop into any- 
thing dynamic,” the brokerage 
firm said. 


“In fact, advantage may be 
taken of the price improvement to 
weed out holdings in those issues 
which have recently been perform- 
ing worse than the general mar- 
ket.”’
